Move to halt 
dollar^ s surge 

LONDON. June 18 (R) — Major cemral 
banks acted Friday but with only limited 
success to slow the advance of the dollar, now 
at its highest overall level in 12 years. 

In what looked to many foreign exchange 
traders like a concerted attempt to dampen 
enthusiasm for the dollar, central banks in 
West Germany, Switzerland and Japan 
moved into nervous markets to blunt the U.S. 
currency's persistent strength. In Zurich, 
dealers repotted that for the first time this 
year the Swiss National Bank sold dollars to 
protect the Swiss Franc, a sign of the growing 
alarm about the dollar's continued gains due 
to the firmness of U.S, interest rates 
And there was mounting speculation that 
the United States itself may have decided that 
the dollai has gone too far and reversed its 
policy of staving out of the markets. In 
Tokyo, the Bank of Japan spent an estimated 
$100 to $150 million to help the yen, which 
plunged to a 26-monih low of 257.15 yen 
before recovering to 251.30. 

Despite Friday's efforts by the Japanese 
Central Bank, which brought cslimatw of its 
spending to more than $2 billion in June 
alone, the yen later fell again in London to 
235.30, down almost 17 percent since the 
Stan of the year. 

Other central bank maneuvers met with 
similar results. Dealers interpreted the rela 
tivcly small amounts spent in European 
markets as a sign that the authorities felt 
powerless to reverse the dollar’s upward 
direction, but were determined to keep the 
markets from turning chaotic.

Galtieri ousted in coup 


BUENOS AIRES, June 18 (R) — 
Argentina’s military rulers Friday considered 
who should replace President Leopoldo 
Galtieri after be was ousted in a palace coup 
which left the formal conclusion of the Falk- 
land Islands war still undecided. 

A somber Gen. Galtieri told reporters 
Thursday night: “I am leaving because the 
army did not give me the political support to 
continue as army commander and president 
of the nation.” 

But the man who led Argentina to defeat in 
the bloody 74-day conflict left without for- 
mally accepting a cessation of hostilities and, 
according to a military sources, even xefiisiog 
to endorse the terms of his forces' sunender 
hi the battle for the islands’ capital on Mon- 
day. 

The sources said the army's senior generals 
demanded their commander’s resignation 
after he opposed a majority advocating for- 
mally ending hostilities and switching ^ 
Argentina's claims to sovereignty over the 
Falklands back to diplomacy. 

General Cristioo ^'colaides, a staunch 


'anti-Communist, has been appointed to 
replace Gen. Galtieri as army commander 
and member of the ruling three-man junta. 

Interior Minister Alfredo Saint Jean will 
act as interim president until a successor is 
named. Informed sources said it could take 
anything between hours and a few days for 
the new president to emerge. 

The armed forces’ representatives on the 
junta. Navy Chief Jorge Anaya and Air Force 
Commander Basilio Lami Dozo. will keep 
their posts after their top officers reaffirmed 
their support in separate meetings over the 
last two days, navy and air force sources said. 

Informed sources said the three com- 
manders were probably considering three 
alternatives to rotate the presidency among 
them, to appoint a retired military officer or a 
dvilian subject to the junta's authority, .or to 
maintain the present structure with the army 
commander also holdmg (he presidency.

Invasion 
hits 350 ^000, 
AID says 

WASHINGTON, June IS (AP) — The 
U.S. government estimates that at least 
350,000 persons have been “affected” by the 
Israeli invasion of South Lebanon. .. 

The total includes dead, wounded, home- 
less and displaced- There was no breakdown. 
Most of those affected were homeless or dis- 
placed cate^iy, although it is known there 
are substantial numbers of dead an injured as 
well. The Agency for International 
Development ^AID), which compiled the 
figures, considers them to be “extremely 
rough estimates.” John Metelsky. an AID 
press officer, said Tliursday. 

The report was dated June 14, and as fight- 
ing has continued since then the total number 
undoubtedly has increased. Letenese police 
estimated Tuesday that 9.583 persons had 
been killed and 16.608 injured since Israel 
began its air attacks June 4, foDowed by a 
ground invasion June 6. 

AID offered no overall estimate of the kil- 
led or wounded but it estinaated that 3.400 
persons were wounded in Sidon, T^ and 
Jezzine. which were Palestinian positions in 
Lebanon. The only qiecific figure for home- 
less was an estimate of Ifi.OW in the Chouf 
re^on. Metelsky said tiae AID'S estimates 
were based on figures compiled by the U.S. 
Embassy in Beirut. 

Emphasizing the difficulty of obtaining 
reliable figures while the fighting is continu- 
ing, Metelsky said, “We don’t know how 
atturate they are.” Peter McPherson, the 
Aid administrator, was appointed by Presi- 
dent Reagan Wednesday to coordinate the 
U.S. as^tance efforts for the victims of inva- 
sion. Reagan has set aside S5 million in 
emergency fends and has asked Congress to 
approve S20 million more. 

The White House announcement said the 
AID effort will be directed at meeting the 
“critical needs” of Lebanese. Palestinians 
and others affected by the conflict “regard- 
less of nationality or rejuon.”

Argentilia to accept POWs ready to relent 


LONDON, June 18 (^ocies) — Britain 
was giveo a guarantee Friday of safe passage 
for British ships to return Argentine prison- 
ers from the Falkland Islands directly to 
Argentina, the Foreign Office said. 

A spokesman said &e ships were eiqiected 
to sail later in the day for the Argentine har- 
bor of Puerto Madi^ carrying some S.S00 
prisoners taken when the A^ntine garrison 
on the islands surrendered to British forces 
Monday. 

Meanwhile, two Argentine hospital ships, 
the Bahia Paraiso and the Abairante /rcsor, 
were to head for Port Stanley to pick up 
wounded soldiers and prisoners at the Falk- 
iands capital, the spolresman said. 

However, a spokesman for Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher said Britain was -yet to 
receive as assurance that Argentina consi- 
dered hostilities — which began whh the 
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Axgentine seizure of the Falklands April 2 — 
at an end. Lacking this, some 1 .000 higher- 
ranking soldieta and commandos would 
remain British prisoners, officials said. 
“We’re still pressing for that assurance.’’ the 
premiei’s spokesman said. Friday's safe con- 
duct guarantee was txaasiriitted via the inter- 
national committee of the Red Cross in 
Geneva. 

The Foreign Office said Friday it was still 
pressing Buenos Aires for an assurance that 
hostilities were over. But Foreign Secretaiy 
Frands Pym said the overnight replacement 
of Prerident Leopoldo Galtieri gave him 
“ground for some hope.” 


MANAMA. Jime 18 (AP) A unfiateral 
ceasefire announced Iraq to end the 
20-month-old war with Iran went into its sec- 
ond week Thursday as reports said Iran may 
be showing some flexibility in its hardline 
terms for peace. 

A militaiy communique broadcast over 
Baghdad radio Thursday said Iraqi forces 
continued to observe the military standoown 
announced by the Iraqi government June 1 0. 
But it said one Iraqi and 19 Iranian soldiers 
were killed in artiDeiy exchanges initiated by 
the Iranians during the day and that heavy 
Iranian artillery continued a daily pounding 
of the Iraqi port city of Basra. 


BEIRUT, June 1 8 (Agencies) ^ Despite 
another night of artillery fire in southern and 
eastern Beirut, the iS-^y-oId war in Leba- 
non appeared to be laboring toward an end, 
diplomatic analysts here said Friday as a 
4^hour truce took effect The city was calm 
and no gunfire was reported after the cease- 
fire began at noon (1000 GMT). 

Meanwhile, Israeli infantrymen moved 
forward Friday to take positions along the 
commercial quarter dividing the Lebanese 
capital wlule sporadic shelliDg resumed near- 
the embattled international airport. The 
Phalangist militia, who have held the eastern 
half of Beirut since the 1 975-76 civil war. 
gmded the Israeli soldiers across their posi- 
tions to the demarcation line throught thecity 
center, further tightening tiie encirclement of 
the Palestinian commando headquarters in 
west Beirut. 

Friday’s truce was agreed to by Israel to 
enable special U.S. envoy Philip Habib to try 
to persuade Palestinian leaders to leave west 
Beirut and hand their weapons over to the 
Lebanese army. Before it began, however, 
shelling continued through the night in south 
and west Beirut, especially in the region 
around Khalde and the airport region and in 
the Hazmieh sector of east Beirut. There was 
no information on casualties. 

The truce was only one of several signs of a 
gradual end to the hostilities that were cited 
by Lebanese and foreign officials in Beirut. 
Among the others: Walid Jumblatt. the 

Lebanese Nationalist and Druze leader, 
Thursday discussed the fonnation of a 
national salvation committee with President 
Elias Sarkis. 

Jumblatt held talks at his home in Moukh- 
tara. int'.,the Israeli-occupied Shouf Moun- 
tains, with American Ambassador Robert 
DQlon and Philip Habib before proceeding 
by an American Einbas^ car to Yarze, also 
held by the Israelis, to meet Sarkis. After the 
meeting. Jumblatt left for west Beirut 
escorted by four Lebanese anny vehicles. 
Jumblatt had for the past three days refused 
to eniet into any such discussions, saying the 
proposed committee did not represent all . 
political points of view. 

He reiterated to AFP that he particularly 
objected to the inclusion of Rightist militia 
leader Beshir Gemayel as the sole represen- 
tative of the Maronite-Christian community. 
It had been hoped that Jumblatf s about-face 
could salvage the chances for a political solu- 
tion and save west Beirut from a catastrophic 
attack. 

According to a reliable source, Jumblatt 
also wanted to meet with former President 


Suleiman Frangic and Member of Parliament 
Raymond Edde. both Maronite Christian 
opponents of Gemayefs Rightist militia.

JEDDAH. June 18 ^SPA) - The 
Arahian-American Oil Company (Aramco) 
has made an extremely important discoverypf 
low-sulphur gas well with an estimated daily 
production of about 50 million cubic feet, a 
spokesman at the Ministry of Oil and Mineral 
Resources said here Thursday. 

He said that completion of the discovery 
took place on Monday, coinciding with the 
first day of pledges of loyally made by the 
people to the country's new monarch, Ring 
Fahd. The discovery was made in the Haradh 
region of Al-Ghawwar oilfield, which is con- 
sidered to be the biggest in the world, he 
added. 

The spokesman explained that gas was 
found at a depth ranging from 12.U0U to 


15,500 feet. 

In its 1981 report released in May, Aramco 
announced encouraging oil in two locations, 
discovering four new productive reservoirs of 
oil and extending two areas of deep natural 
gas, all in existing fields. 

The report said that natural gas liquidis 
(NGL) exports during i 981 reached a record 
164 million barrels, reinforcing the King- 
dom's place as the world's biggest exporter. 
Saudi Arabia also is the leading exporter of 
petroleum. Aramco's production of crude oil 
last year amounted to 3.5 billion barrels. 

Crude oil proved reserves were increased 
by more than three billion barrels and gas 
reserves by two trillion standard cubic feet 
during the past year, the annual reon stated.

Mcanuhile. the llnited Nations Relief and

devastated port cities of Tyre and Sidon. 

"We have applied for permissi*'!! ii»send a 
eonvov from ourdep»»t in «ieeupied Jerusalem 
but st» far the Israelis have refused ii' approve 
it." said John de Frets, acting director of 
UNRWA in Lebanon. De Frets told a press 
conlerenee that his organijation had 10.000 
th^meless people i>n its lists. "We have the 
names of J.IH'O families and we multiplied 
this bv five which may be .in underestimate.’* 
he said. 

He said his teams had been able to provide 
fivod and M.inkets ti> refugees in Palestinian 
areas the southern outskirts of Beirut 
which have been hcaviK hit by the Israeli 
assault.

"The main problem is scabies which is easily 
treatable." De Frets said.

An official of the Palestine Liberation 
Organbuition (PLO) in Athens said it had 
already received 5.000 gifts of blood and sent 
them to Beirut via Syria, but it hud now asked 
the Greek authorities to stop accepting trans- 
fusions as it could no longer guarantee they 
would reach the Lebanese capital. The PLO 
official also said the orguniration had 
received generous contributions of money. 

In Tokyo. Japan decided Frid.iy to extend 
S 1 million in emergency aid for relief of war 
victims in Lebanon, a foreign minist^’ 
spokesman said. The decisu»n was made in 

response to a humanitarian appeal for aid 
made by United .Nations Secretary Gene^ 
Javier Perez de Cuellar. The ,»id money will 
be sent through tlie International Red Cross 
Soclelv. the spokesman said. 

In New Delhi, an effigy of Israeli Prime 
Minister Meiiahem Begin was burned outside 
the American Embassy late Thursday by 
demonstraiorsprotesiina U.S. supportofthc 
Israeli invasion. *l'hc demonstrators removed 
their shoes and beat Begin's effigy with them 
bv.*fore lighting the fire.

With Austrian President Rudolf Kir- 
chschlaeger and Chancellor Bruno Kreisky.

The 1 5-nation council will decide on a new 
mandate for the force, which was dispatched 
to South Lebanon in 1978 after the previous 
Israeli invasion. Council and Arab sources 
predict the mandate will be renewed for two 
or three months only— Instead of the normal 
six months. 

If the current fighting in Lebanon ended 
and Israeli forces withdrew, the secretary- 
general said in his report to the council. 
"UNIFIL could usefully contribute" to 
restoring peace in the region. However, for 
UNIFIL to function effectively." he 
admonished, “there would need to be a clear 
definition by the council itself of the terms of 
reference of the force in the existing situa- 
tion. as well as full cooperation from die par- 
ties."

The United States and the Soviet Union iTegin 
calks about strategic nuclear weapons on June 29 
with little agreement between them on anything 
except that date. 

Their basic disagreement is about whether the 
two sides' nuclear arsenals are equal. The Soviet

How have the Russians done this if they have 
stayed within the limits for strategic weapons set by 
the SALT II treaty that former President Carter 
and Soviet President Leonid Brezhnev signed in 
1 979 and which the American Congress would not 
ratify, but which both countries have said they will 
for the moment abide by? 

The answer goes to the heart of the forthcoming 
negotiations. The Reagan administration believes 
that by staying within what was permitted them 
under SALT I and II the Soviets have achieved a' 
threatening advantage. The Soviet Union's iand- 
based missiles could, thanks to their increased size 
and accuracy, deal a crippling first strike against 
America's land-bascd missiles — according to the 
Reagan experts. 


Counterarguments are raised by other American 
strategists against this thesis. For example, could 
the Soviets rely on their missiles performing in prac- 
tice as they are supposed to in theoiy? But Reagan's 
men pay little attention to this, for they are not 
saying that the Soviets seriously plan to launch 
them. Their point is that the perceived theoretical 
ability to launch such an attack gives Moscow the 
power to exert ' political blackmaiT . 

Another way of putting it is to say that the Soviets 
see their land-based strategic weapons as a force 
that deters America from using its nuclear weapons.

This interpretation of the state of the strategic 
balance explains Che shape of President Reagan’s 
negotiating offer. 

In his speech in May at Eureka College the presi- 
dent suggested reducing the warheads carried by 
land-and sea-based missiles by a third and also (a 
very important rider) allowing no more than half of 
the remaining number of 5.000 warheads to be 
carried by land-based K3Ms. 

Since some 70 percent of Soviet strategic war- 
heads are carried by land-based ICBMs as opposed 
to some 20 percent for America, far greater cuts of 


missiles are obviously being demanded of the Rusr 
sians (though America, with more warheads, would 
make greater cuts of these). 

The Americans would say that this is in the inter- 
est of real strategic stabili^ because it is reducing 
the numbers of land-based' missiles. The second 
stage of their proposal would be to limit the latter's 
size or 'throw-weight', making land-based missiles 
even less of a first-strike threat 

The American proposals, then, are very carefully 
designed to deal with the threat they insist is posed 
by the present Soviet ICBMs.

Khmer Rouge claim success against Vietnamese

BANGKOK — 

Kampuchea's ousted Khmer Rouge government 
published a map this month showing its forces in 
control of all hut a small area east and southeast of 
Phnom Penh, the capital. The map was distributed 
among embassies and the pivss in Thailand as a 
picture of the military situation in Kampuchea on 
.^pril 50. the traditional end of the dry season 
before monsoiin rains inundate southern Vietnam. 
Kampuchea. Thailand and Burma. 

For about five months. Vietnamese armed forces 
in Kampuchea, takingadvantage of their dry season 
mobility, had been fighting an offensive against the 
opponcnis iif the Hcng Samrin government they 
installed in Phnom Penh in January 1979. 

No one except the Khmer Rouge's unquestion- 
ing supporters took the map at face value. On the 
Thai-Kampuchcan border, where the Khmer 
Rouge have their strongholds, an uneasy military 
stalemate continues. The Khmer Rouge say they 
were the victors of the dry season fighting, killing or 
wounding 37.372 Vietnamese and defeating 
Manors forces on all fninis. 


Vietnam has made no counter claims, leaving 
observers and diplomats guessing at its military 
strategy. 

According to the Khmer Rouge figures on Viet- 
nam's military casualties since the December 1 978 
invasion which ousted the Pol Pot government. Vie- 
tnam's 200.000-man force in Kampuchea has been 
decimated. By contrast, diplomats. International 
Aid Agency officials and visitors to Phnom Penh 
and the Kampuchean heartland say Vietnam is 
firmly in control of most of Kampuchea and is con- 
solidating the authority of the Heng Samrin gov- 
ernment. 

One diplomat closely following the war in Kam- 
puchea told Reuters; “No one is sure whether the 
Vietnamese each dry season are planning to give 
the Khmer Rouge a death blow. On the evi^nce so 
far it seems they are not.” 

“There is a politiqal factor involved.” the dip- 
lomat said. “ if ^e Khmer Rouge are wiped out and 
the military threat to the Heng Samrin government 
evaporates there is no international fustifreation for 
Vietnam to keep its troops in Kampuchea. 

” If the Vietnamese show they are about to crush 
the Khmer Rouge, and they can only do that by 
invading Thailand and cutting off their escape, they 


wilt have the Chinese army marching on Hanoi 
again.” 

In Februa^ 1979. China, chief supporter and 
military provider to the Khmer Rouge, launched a 
cross-border assault on Vietnam as Pol Po*‘ s forces 
were being routed from Phnom Penh. Fear of 
another Ch'mese attack is thou^t to be one reason 
why Vietnam has for the past three years not used 
its seasoned, crack divisions on the Chinese frontier 
against its Communist rivals in Kampuchea. 

Most of Vietnam's garrison in Kampuchea are 
conscripts from southern Vietnam, led by offreets 
from tbe north and bolstered by elements from 
northern regiments. 

Western military analysis in Bangkok said about 
a quarter of this force was used during the dry 
season attacks a^nst Khmer Rouge strongholds 
near the border with Thailand. Estates of the 
of tbe Khmer Rouge force vary from 18.000 to 
50.000 guerriHas. 

Analysts differ on the results of tbe offensive. 
Some say the Vietnamese succeeded in “tapping 
away” at Khmer Rouge positions, defioii^ the ^et- 
najnese effort as. “halfway beiweeti eHaiioathig 
them (the Khmer Rouge) completely and doing 
nothing at all.*'(R)

Colombia has been offered a democratic way out 
of dcL-adcs of violence and instability. Two months 
before handing over to an elected successor. Presi- 
dent Julio Cesar Turbay Ayala has announced the 
lifting of the state of siege in force for most of the 
last 30 years and has offered the guerrilla armies a 
new- chance to negotiate peace with honor. 

Mania! law and harsh emergency powers will end 
on June 30. after the last day of an offer of a free 
pardon for afl rebels without records of serious 
crimes ^ as long as they turn in their guns. 

Only three weeks ago most members of a presi- 
dential "Peace Committee” resigned when their 
recommendations for a total amnesty were rejected 
by the government. 

Turluy's about-facL- followed a milestone presi- 
dential election on May 30. with a record turnout, 
and an exceptional absence of guerrilla sabotage, 
intcr-pany incidents or vote fraud — a demonstra- 
tion that democracy can function in Colombia. 


At the same time, tbe armed forces have reported 
a string of successes t^ost the guerrillas, extern 
minatingone extremist griiup responsible for assas- 
sinating an ex-cabinet minister, arresting all 18 
membersof a terrorise unit in the capital, and killing 
or capturing about 40 more in other parts of the 
country over the last month. 

Although isolated attacks continue — two 
policemen were killed in a raid last week the 
army seems confident it is gaining the upper hand.

Of surveys, numbers and statistics

JEDDAH — Thanks to the ubiquitous 
institutions of surveys and opinion polls in the 
advanced and developed countries of the 
West, the man in the street — a mere mortal 
— discovers, and b thrilled by the discovery 
about what he is thinking at the moment. It 
can indeed be flattering for the ordinary peo- 
ple to know that they have their own opin- 
ions. particularly about those bsues which 
have not even crossed their minds, or about 
those probtem.s which don't concern them at 
all in their day-to-day living. 

We live in ‘the age of numbers, surveys, 
opinion polls and statistical data. The mass 
information has overwhelmed us. drowned 
us. and we are in danger of losing our identity, 
our individuality. 

It is not without a little pride in my own 
intellect and understanding that I have an 
opinion of my own regarding such purely 
academic issues as the mating habits of the 
mav'fly. I am one with those who have no 
objection if a scholar is awarded a Ph.D. 
degree for conducting successful research on 


the subject. Of those asked to give their views 
on the subject 19Vs percent favored the 
research. 23% percent were against it The 
rest were not sure about their own opinion, 
while 46 percent thought that the funds allo- 
cated were insufficient for the purpose. It 
might interest some to know that persons 

were interviewed: four adults two children 
and one infant— all from the same family, of 


Regarding the theory that the earth will 
lose about one second in the next 60.000 
years in its motion around the sun. S2 persons 
think that this will have an adverse impact-on 
the predatory habits of the sly foxes, 43 per- 
cent think that this won't affect them in any- 
way. the others don't know. Forty-nine per- 
cent consider that the time lag will influence 
their reflexes after 50 million years. Person- 
ally 1 don't quite recall what my own opinion 
on the subject was because I was never asked. 
However I have the consolation of knowing 
that now my opinion is one with the majority 
of the people. 

Engulfed by percentages, figures, manipu- 


lated facts and statistical data, people have 
lost the faculty for origmal thirOdng. Being 
told blatantly, unabashedly what is their opin- 
ion about a particular subject, it is supposed 
that they actually think what the opinion poU 
has decided for them. Has it ever occurred to 
the poD gatherers to conduct a survey on what 
the people think of these opinion polls? 

It is difficult to trust the whole institution of 
the numbers, but the percentages are really 
hard to swallow. Almost daily we read some 
re^rt giving the percentages based upon the 
opinion of people belonging to “ali walks of 
life." Or you get the views ofa*'cross-section 
of society.” 

The other day a report was published based 
upon a survey conducted by an American 
university. It tried to establish that 20 percent 
of the “educated Americans'* are fimedon- 
ally illiterate. What does this mean, I fafl to 
understand. Either a person is educated or 
uneducated, literate or illiterate, but more 
than common intefligence is required to grasp 
the full meanings of functional illiteracy! The 
study was carried on by a group of people 
about whose own level of functional literacy

OR CANNED?

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: My fneiuls call me a food nut. Why? Simply 
because I'm crazy about fi^h foods. 

During moderate wettfher. I (end my own garden and raise 
tomaloest beans and all (be rest found in a borne garden. There's 
Dothii^ to equal the taste of beans, tomatoes picked fresh and eaten 
witUn boors. 

Bnt, when (be weather turns cold, we have to make tbe choice 
between canned and frozen foods. Which are better fm* you? And, 
bow about cheeses? I have moderate hypertension and have been 
advised ^insl taking too much salt. Is cheese bad for the high blood 
pressure patient? — Mrs. C. 

Dear Mrs. G~* Most will agree that canned or frozen foods can't 
compare in lastc with fresh-grown vegetables or fruits. Even produce 
displayed in supermarkets comes in second to whal's raised in your 
own garden. 

As for canned or frozen foods, they vary in vitamin content. For 
example, canned spinach contains more vitamin A than frozen 
spinach. However, frozen spinach contains signiflcantly more vita- 
min C. 

But. it really doesn't matter, because an adequate serving of either 
the canned or frozen supplies your daily need for vitamin C. Your 
choice will depend on personal taste. 

As for cheeses, vou bring up an imporiani point. High blood 
pressure patients should not eat cheese with abandon. It's well 
known that sodium content varies. Therefore, eat accordingly. 

If you lake an ounce of Swiss cheese, it will contain about 75 
milligrams of sodium: a three-ounce serving of cottage cheese will 
contain about 350 milligrams: Cheddar, about 175 per ounce. An 
ounce of American processed cheese may go as high as 350-400 
mgms.' per ounce. 

Buif don't. allow yout anxiety about vitamin and salt content take 
the plei^te qiit of eating.

DearMrs.T.: Uke any bad habit, it's easier to begin; much harder 
to stop. Diet pills, like the amphetamins, for example, are only of 
temporary help. 

Meanwhile, they may cause such reactions as rise in blood pre- 
ssure. rapid heart beat, insomnia and nervousness. Old-fashioned 
will-power and good motivation are much more effective than a pill. 


For Mr. Although, as you know, Fm not known as an enthusias- 

tic supporter of jogging. I hope you will not let it interfere with some 
advice Fd like to pass along to joggers. 

It's not my advice: Fm simply relaying it from a recent ^'cle in the 
New Engiaad Journal of Me^ne written by Drs. Morris I. Rossman 
and Roberto Carvejal. I happen to agree with it. 

The doctors cite two cases of joggers who, as most do, jogged 
without identification. One, a young man who coDapsed while jog- 
ging: another, struck from behind a car. The only way they were 
idemifled was by help of radio, TV, daily papers and police. 

The authors recommend that joggers wear a tag of identification: 
with name, address, phone number, personal health history and list 
of allergy problems.

'The study goes on to say that tw out .of 
every ten Americans have troubletim reading- 
road maps, understanding hotel menus or fU- ■ 
ling out the social securi^ forms^ (Fd be 
happy to add a few more forms to^tbe list) 
Tbe report, of course, doesif t mention the 
feet that only ten. persons may have been 
interviewe<L But tviv out of ten is 20 percent 
and this percentage is applied without any 
hesitation to tbe rest of the pt^ulafion. 
Frankly, I feel admiratioD for those eight per- 
sons who found no trouble in understanding 
the often incomprehensible hotel menus or in 
filling out the lengthy forms answering a lot of 
unnecessary questions not only about them- 
selves but about their relatives as well. 

HUing out th^ forms is a physically tiring 
and laborious job. and most of the hundreds 
of questions that you have to answer seem to ' 
be an utter waste of time, e^daEy when you 
are aware that nobody is zeaDy interested in 
your answers. 

Surveys work out strangely. You pick out 
two persons out of ten, woric out the percen- 
tage, and then apply it to tbe millioiis of peo- 
ple who are not even aware of the qfuestions 
asked, or for that matter who are not even 
conscious of the existence of -the problem. 

One can, with justification, be wary and 
suspicious of the results of these surveys, 
where a casual remark becomes part of the 
overall percentage. Now how do they dedde 
that tbe person they are talking to is represen- 
tative of his class, community or country? 
Whatever somebody says is his own opinion 
and as he is not acting as a spokesman- for • 
anybody else, he has every right to modify bis 
opinion later on. 

All the well-conadered replies or off-the- 
cuff utterances made within the keen bearing 
of the opinion collectors, become facts, which 
are fed to the computers and come out in the 
shape of magical numbers and statistical data. 

It is incomprehensible bow do tbe opinions 
elicited from the few victims of these surveys 
get applied to those countless millions who 
are neither seen or heard. How is it possible 
to know their feelings, sentiments, need&and 
mosr-iiBDQitant of

The chief pri’secutor and defense lawyer 
began their summaries Thursday, presenting 
the jury v\iih ditfering piirtraits of the young 
m.'!;) charged in the shooting of Reagan and 
(luce others 1 (i nu^nths ago. All were seriously 
wounded. 

Hinckley. 27. has pleaded not guilty by 
rensi.>n of ins:mii> to each of 1 3 counts arising 
out of the shooting, which range from 
attempted assassination of the president to 
carrying an unliceased pi-siol. 

.fudge Barrington Parker adjourned the 
proceedings Thursday w hen Hinckley began 
weeping as hi.s lawyer told the jury that his 
client's behav ior w as pathetic when he consi- 
dered murder and suicide to impress teen-age 


actress Jodie Foster. The summaries were 
expected to be completed Friday. 

In his closing argument Thursday, pro- 
secutor Roger Adetman focused on the 
shooting itself and. turning toward Hinckley, 
said: “'This is the man who shot four people 
down in the street." 

Defense lawyer Vincent Fuller began his 
argument by urging the jury* to put aside 
“what ever passions are aroused” by 
memories of the March 30. 19S1. shooting. 
He said two p^chiatrisis who testified for the 
government that Hinckley was not legally 
insane had minimized evidence of his bizarre 
behavior over the past .seven years. 

Judge Parker will give the jury of seven 
women and five men instnictions to help 
them sort out the testimony they have heard 
during the eight-week trial. The jury spent 
Thur^y night in a hotel on the judge's 
orders isolated from news reports and their 
families.

Indonesian Foreign Minister Mochtar 
Kusuniaatmadja. in a speech during the 
Japanese-ASEAN dialogue Friday morning, 
said, “ 1 understand from my colleagues from 
Thailand and Malaysia that there is some 
news, some new developments, to impart to 
this meeting.” When quesdoned for details 
on the coalition, he did not elaborate. 

Philippines Foreign Minister Carlos 
Romulo declined to say whether the Philip- 
pines had received aqy official word on the 
formation of a coalition, but added ** if a coali- 
tion has been formed, full credit should go ^ 
the Thai foreign minister (Siddhi SavetsiUa)-*' 

The ASEAN officials said that with the 
formation of the coalition Vietnam may 
more ready for a negotiated settlement. The 
Khmer Rouge and Son Sann have troops in 
Cambodia near the Thai border. 

ASEAN officials said the coalition will 
make it easier for the Khmer Rouge to retain 
Cambodia's seat in the United Nations. Viet- 
nam has been trying to get the Cambodian 
seat for the Heng Samrin regime, and there 
were fears among ASEAN countries that the 
seat might be lost because of Western cridc- 
ism of alleged butchery by the Khmer Rouge 
when they were in power. 


NEW DELHI, Juae 18 (AP) One of 
India’s most sought bandit leadeis 
surrendered to authorities Thursd!^ at a 
ceremony staged like a political rally mth an 
audience of rhousands. 

Malkban Singh, 38, climbed onto a spe- 
eiaDy built and decorated outdoor platform, 
kneeled before the Chief Minister of Madhya 
Pradesh state, then laid down his automacic 
rifle, revolver, dagger and bandolier of 
cartridges, according to news accounts of the 
event. 

The crowd estimated as high as 25,000 
chanted the names of Signh and 19 members 
of his gang who joined in the aa of sucrender 
at Bindh, a town in wild ravine and jungle 
country 300 kilometers southeast of New 
Delhi. 

MaDdian Singh and his men were accused by 
police of more than 60 killings, kidnappings 
and burglaries over the past six years. 

Before police took him away, Malkhar 
Singh was aDowed to address the sweltering 
throng, some of whom evidently regarded 
him as a Robin Hood who took the side of the 
poor against the authorities. 

”I have wronged no one.” he said, declar- 
ing that be took to the rugged, roadless ravine 
country, notorious for roving outlaw bands, 
as a result of a 1 97S dispute in which the state 
took land away from the Hindu temple at his 
village. The goveimneot restored the land to 
the temple* at Bilai village last weekend, 
paving' the way for Singh’s surrender, the 
United News of India reported. 

Mass surrenders of bandit gangs have 
taken place from time to time since 1960, 
interspersed with bloody shootouts with 
police, often with heavy outlaw casualties. 

Malkhan Singh carried total rewards of 
7i,000 rupees (S7.500) on his head. 

Behind district was the scene last October 
of a shootout with police in which Pan Singh, 
a former Olympic runner and Asian Games 
medalist turned bandit, and nine followers 
were killed.

yean in prison, the court said in announcing 
the sentences Wednesday night. The men 
were described as members of tbe 
Mozambique. National Resistance, which 
Mozambican authorities say is based in 


white-ruled South Africa, and of free .Africa, 
a related group said to operate from Malawi. 

The men were accused of taking part in 
bombings, raids on villages and other 
guerrilla activities. The South African was 
identified as Wilson Cbivaze Bila, 23. Two of 
the Mozambicans bad held promineat posi- 
tions in Frelimo, the black nationalist move- 
ment that fought Ponuguese rule for 10 years 
before Mozambique became independent in 
1975. 


Basque found dead in police van 


SAN FRANOSCO, June 18 (R) — A 
Basque found dead in a police van while 
being deported from the United States died 
of aspb}^atioD cansed by strangulation, a 
preliminary coroner’s report said Thursday 
night. 

Polfoe said Miguel Angel Uriageuerka, 26, 
bad apparently committed suicide. Tbe 
coroner's office said further tests would be 
made before a final report was issued.

Peking rejects plea 
for Tibet autonomy 


PF.KING. June 18 (AP) — A Tibetan 
dok-i*ation has concluded talks here on the 
return of the Dalai Lama, but Communist 
China refused its demand for the same aut- 
onomy and virtual independence promised to 
Nationalist China (Taiwan), the Foreign 
Ministry said. 

China agreed, however, to negotiate the 
delegation's demand that Tibetan boundaries 
he changed to include more than 2.7 million 
Tibetans in Tibet. Sinohuan. Oinghai and 
elsewhere, said toreign diplomatic sources, 
who asked to remain unidentiHed. 

The ^ree-man secret delegation left in 
early June after five weeks of political talks in 
Peking about Tibetan and Chinese precondi- 
tions for the return of the Dalai Lama. He 
and his followers fled to India in 19?9 after 
the Chinese takeover of Tibet. 

It was the first delegation sent by the Dalai 
Lama in about 20 months since a delegation 
led by his sister returned from Tibet with tales 
of the miserable life of the Tibetans in China. 

China wants the Dalai Lama to return for 
the sake of unity, controlling a sometimes 
restive Tibetan pcipulation and legitimizing 
its own control over Tibet. 

Zaire denies 
visas to lawyers 

BRUSSELS. Belgium June IS (.AP) — 
Zaire has denied visas to two Belgian lawyers 
who wanted to defend 1? persons due to go 
on trial in Kinshasa Saturday charged with 
starting an opposition party. 

Robert GofHn and Riergauwen said they 
had hoped to defend 1 3 Zaireans who earlier 
this year founded the Union for Democracy 
and Social Progress, an opposition party to 
the regime of President Mobutu Sese Seko. 
They said their visa requests were turned 
down by the Zairean Embassy here. 

Mobutu's People's Revolutionary Move- 
ment Party has ruled supreme since 1967 in 
Zaire, the former Belgian Congo. Zaire's 
.'(institution forbids the formation of opposi- 
tivin parties. 


China also wants to use Tibet to show that 
Taiivan. too. could enjoy real autonomy, 
freedom and respect for local practices if it 
rejoins the motherland. China used to say 
that Taiwan would be treated like Tibet, one 
of its most problematical minority areas. ' 

Last fall, however, it offered Taiwan a 
separate, generous 9-point reunification 
package under which Taiwan would be 
allowed to retain its social and economic sys- 
tems and its armed forces, it provides almost 
total autonomy and virtual independence for 
Taiwan. 

The delegation, sent at the Dalai Latna's 
request, dixussed expanded autonomy for 
Tit^t and expressed interest in opening an 
office in Peking, the sources said. 

China does not object to an office, or even 
to possible bouniJary changes in some areas, 
the sources said, but said it could not treat 
Tibet as it promised to treat Taiwn. China 
already has control over Tibet, and need not 
be excessively generous, political observers 
say. 

Details of the talks and China’s precondi- 
tions for the Dalai Lama’s return and terms of 
the return were not immediately known. It is 
believed, however, that China is concerned 
about the return and activity of his followers, 
including elements that are pro-India and 
pro-SovieL ' 

China, which is revamping- its policy in 
Tibet.- has said the Dalai Lama may return as 
a religious leader. Visitors to Tiber describe a 
passionate religious revival and when the 
Dalai Lama's sister visited Lhasa, she was 
besieged in a demonstration of Tibetans who 
begged for the Dalai Lama to return. 


U,S. spacecraft probing mystery object 


MOUNTAIN VIEW. CaIiforma..June 18 
(AP) — Two veteran U.S. spacecraft now 
probing the far reaches of the solar system 
are searching for a possible new and mys- 
terious object, but scientists said they had 
no idea as to what it might be. 

"It’s very likely there's something out 
there.** said John Anderson, who heads the 
project. ’‘The question is. what will we find? 
That’s impossible to predict. There’s a 
whole range of possibilities.. .We' re keeping 
an open mind." 

Anderson suggested, then eliminated, 
several possible explanations for the object. 
His list included a 1 0th planet. He told a 
neve's conference at the National Aeronau- 
tics and Space Aministration's Ames 
Research Center on Thursday that a planet 
Vgeems unlikely since, to avoid detection, it 


would have to be very dark and it is difllcult 
to figure how that could happen. 

The *• thinking is more on its being a star- 
type object of some kind." he said. Such a 
star, he said, would have to be dark since it 
has not been seen. That raises the possibility 
of "a brown dwarf.” a cold star too small to 
have ignited the nuclear reactions that 
power the sun. 

He said it could be a permanent part of 
the solar system billions of miles away or "it 
might be a visitor, a dark star that iust hap- 
pens to be in the neighborhood and will be 
moving on” after 100.000 years or so. 

If the object is still farther away, he said, 
it might be the corpse of a dead star that 
collapsed into a neutron star where matter 
is so dense that if the earth were that dense 
it would fit into thimble. 


“Or we could go even farther out and 
have a blaek hole” — a region of space, 
perhaps the graveyard of a giant star, where 
nothing, not even light, can escape its gravi- 
tational pull. In fact. Anderson said, "there 
are problems with all these possible expla- 
nations.” 

Anderson, of the Jet Propulsion 
Laboratory in Pasadena, is heading the new 
experiment by the two Pioneer spacecraft 
That left eanh a decade ago and are now 
farther from home than any working probe 
has ever gone.

Three Caribbean leaders back U.S. aid plan 


WASHINGTON, June 18 (AP) — Three 
prime ministers from English-speaking 
Caribbean nations, responding to AFL-CTO 
criticism, said the administration's Caribbean 
basin development plan will not contribute to 
unemployment in the United States. 

All expressed strong support for the initia- 
tive and said the United States itself stands to 
gain because a prosperous Caribbean will 
mean increased American Exports to the reg- 
ion. 

Prime Ministers Kennedy Simmondsof St. 
Kitts-Nevis, Eugenia Charles of Dominica 
and John Compton of St. Lucia outlined their 
views at a news conference. 

The three are here for meetings with mem- 
bers of Congress, which in preliminary votes 
has indicated deep reserv’ations about the 
administration's program to develop the 
Caribean-Central America area through 
investment incentives, trade preferences and 
' aid. 

Most of the $330 million in proposed 


economic aid would be earmarked for 
Central America and Compton dismissed the 
$10 million aid allocation for eastern Carib- 
bean nations as an "absolute joke." But he 
said the trade and investment provisions of 
the program will stimulate the region's 
economies. 

If the Congress were to defeat the prog- 
ram, this would give "aid and comfort” to 
leftist forces in the region which, he noted, 
have not done well at the polls in recent years. 

Charles said that some members of Con- 
gress believe that Caribbean countries 
themselves don't support the initiative. "We 
are going to talk to committee members to 
show Congress that we do require it,” she 
said. 

Responding to criticism from organized 
labor that the program will export U.S. jobs 
to the Caribbean, Simmonds said, "factories 
closing in the United States would close any- 
way. The Caribbean initiative would make it 
possible for them to I'eopen elsewhere.” 


Compton suggested that employment in 
the United Slates could actually be enhanced 
as a result of the program because it would 
result in a greater demand for !.>.$. goods in 
the Caribbean. 

" If wc are prosperous, where do you think 
the money will be spent?" Compton asked. 
He addcd\ "we are not looking for a closing 
down of your factories but a deflection of 
vour trade from the Far East.” 

Compton said the hostile reception to the 
program in Congress is partly attributable to 
the concern among some members that it is 
being used as a cover to increase American 
assistance to bl Salvador. That country would 
receive $128 million of the projected $330 
million in development aid. 

But he said the program, with its emphasis 
on creating a duty-ftce trade zone in the 
Caribbean basin, will "enable us to try some- 
thing that you've been preaching for years — 
trade and not a'ld.” 


Salvadorans 
hit minister’s 
helicopter 

SAN SALVADOR. June IS (R) — Leftist 
guerrillas said they shot down a U.S.-suppli^ 
Huey army helicopter carrying El Salvador's 
deputy defense minister. 

The guerrilla Radio Veneg remos said Fri- 
day the helicopter crashed injihe northeastern 
Morazan province, the scene ol one of the 
biggest battles in El Salvador's three-year- 
old civil war. It said the helicopter plum- 
meted to the ground with deputy defense 
minister Col. E'duardo Castillo aboard. Col. 
Salvador Beltran Luna, commander of the 
Morazan provincial garrison, was also on 
board, the radio said. 

The radio did not say if the military 
commanders survived the crash in Morazan. 
about 220 kilometers northeast of San Sal- 
vador. A Defense Department spokesman in 
San Salvador denied any knowledge of the 
incident. Reliable sources in the capital, 
however, confirmed the claim. 

Before heading to Morazan earlier Thurs- 
day. Col. Castillo told reptirters m the I^cific 
port of La Union that the fighting raging in 
Morazan was "fierce, very big.” 

He said the armv had committed some 
3.000 troops to fight ! ,000 leftist guerrili^ in 
one of the bigges: anti-insurgent operations 
since the civil war began in 1 979. The leftists 
hold the town of Perquin and the nearby San 
Fernando area and appear to be trying to 
drag the government’s best forces to the rug- 
ged province to test ihcir strength. 

The fighting involves three U.S.-lrained 
battalions, including one which returned 
from a three-month anti-insurgency course in 
the United States last month. Before leaving 
La Union for the northern Morazan front, the 
colonel said his forces were making favorable 
progress and had suffered few casualties.

WASHINGTON. June 18 (AP) - A

Spain’s beaches' 
lack cleanliness 

MADRID. June 18 (R) — More than a 
third of Spain's beaches fall below World 
Health Organization (W HOI standards of 
cleanliness, the health ministry has 
reported. 

It said 37 percent of Spain's beaches in 
1 98l . including some in the popular Costa 
Del Sol and Costa Blanca, had bacteria 
levels in the water exceeding W'HO 
standards. This showed no measurable 
change since 1980 and a large improve- 
ment over the 47 percent below standard 
in 1979. the report said. 

The bacteria detected posed no special 
danger to health and the ministry was not 
recommending people to stay away, a 
ministry spokeswoman said. 'The report 
was aimed at municipal authorities who 
had responsibility for their beaches, she 
.said. 

The report measured only bacteria, not 
chemical or industrial waste, and'the main 
area for improvement was in sewage dis- 
posal. she said.

World Bank said it has approved a $70 mil- 
lion, 1 1 .6 percent loan for a highway project 
in Cameroon and 521.3 miUion of interest- 
free credits for projects in Zaire and Rwanda. 

The bank said Thursday Cameroon will use 
its loan to build the Bdea- Yaounde section of 
the Douala- Yaounde road, the country's 
most important highway that links the capital 
at Yaounde with the industrial center of bdea 
and the Port of Douala. 

Cameroon's 5220 million project will 
receive co-financing totaling 591.3 miUion 
from Canada, the Netherlands, and a con- 
sortium of Kuwait and Abu Dhabi funds and 
the Islamic Bank. The 20-year loan to 
Cameroon includes five years of grace. 

Zaire and Rwanda will receive credits of 
$1 1.3 million and $10 million, respectively, 
through the International Development 
Association (IDA), a World Bank affiliate 
fur concessionary lending. 

Zaire's credit will fund a 539.3 million 
cotton production project and the credit for 
Rwanda will support an 5 1 1 .6 rniilion project 
to train secondary schooi teachers in com- 
merce and nursing, the bank said. 


EEC defends trade policy 


SINGAPORE. June 1 8 (R) — The Euro- 
pean Economic Community (EEC) Friday 
defended its rpeord on trade protectionism in 
the face of appeals 1^ fast-developing South- 
east Asian nations to open fully its markets. 

EbC Commission Vice-President W ilhem 
Haferkamp told the five member-states of 
(he Association of Southeast Asian Nations 
. (AShAN) in annual talks, the hbC should 
congratulate itself on resisting protectionist 
pressures. 

“One day this might be described as one of 
the major political achievements of the 
seventies and eighties," he said in an opening 
address. 

"Contrary to the thirties, we did not resort 
to large-scale protectionism, competitive 
devaluations or beggar-thy-neighbor 
policies. We kept the international trading 
system open," be said. 

ASEAN — Malaysia, the Philippines, 
Indonesia, Singapore and Thailand — had 
urged the EEC to allow fuller market access 
for Asean products. 

"The full potentials of our relationship can 
be realized only if you open your market 
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wider to our goods." Thai Foreign Minister 
Siddhi Savetsila said in an opening statement. 
“We must be able to sell to you in order to 
buy from you and your investments should be 
accompanied by a bigger transfer of technol- 
ugy," Air Chief Marshal Siddhi said. 

He said ASbAN's relationship with the 
community as the worlcT s fastest growing reg- 
ion with abundant natural resources provided 
great opportunities for mutual benefits. 
ASbAN foreign ministers are holding (wo 
days of discussions with its so-called dialogue 
partners — the hhC, the United States, 
Canada. Japan. Australia and New Zealand 
— following their ow>n conference earlier this 
week. 

Haferkamp also made an appeal to 
ASEAN countries to understand the com- 
munity's stand on textile quotas in their bilat- 
eral negotiations. 

“We do not ask you for any cut in these. 
We want your exports to grow btit at a man- 
ageable rate," he said. The bbCs inclusion 
of a so-called *anti-surge clause" limiting 
textile imports in current talks had not been 
well received by ASbAN. he added.

The 
government in Berne has relatively Itmited 
scope ' to reflate or slow the economy 
because of cumbersome derision-making 
processes and checks placed on its power by 
the federal constitution. 

Leutwiler. who has beaded the bank since 
1974. listed the inflationaiy misfortune 
which since the 18fh century have be^en 
countries which aDowed government to 
control their money. Describing this as a 
nightmare, he said Switzerland would be 
best served if government power and 
monetary affairs remained separated. 

But leutwiler said Switzeiland could

Italy eases curbs 
on export credit 

ROME, June 18 (R) — The Italian gov- 
ernment said it eased restrictions on export 
related credit which ft imposed last April in 
conjunction with measures to limit leads and 
lags in trade payments. 

A foreign trade ministry spokesman- said 
the government is also preparing a decree 
extending the permitted rime allowed for the 
settlement of export bills to 90 days from 60. 

The April measures reduced this period to 
60 days from 120. The decree will be put into 
effect in the next Jew days, the spokesman 
said.

Japan may lose %lh on Iran project 


TOKYO, June 18 (AP) — A Jaf^ese 
official of a massive petrochemical project in 
southern Iran said Friday his company and 
the Japanese government stand to lose as 
much as 310 billion yen (51.24 billion) if the 
troubled project is abandoned. 

Karoku Yamaguchi, president of the Iran 
Chemical Development Co. (ICDC), a wing 
of the Mitsui group, said the. S3 billion 
Bandar Khomeini petrochemical project 
“has lost 'its feasibiltty." The Japanese 
“under no circumstances" will provide more 
money, he said. 

The project, the largest ever undertaken by 
a Japanese company abroad, was started in 
1973.. Work was halted after the Iranian 
revolution began.: in late 1978 and was 
suspended again when the Iran-liaq war 
broke out in September 1979. 

Speaking' at the foreign conespondents 
club of Japan, Yamaguchi said that.each iade 
has sunk 310 billion yen into the projecL If 
the Mitsui group pulls out without compensa- 
tion from the Iranians, it would get about 1 68 
billion yen (S672 million) in insurance pay- 


ment from the Japanese government for 
losses. 

"It all depends on the Iranians," he said. 
The Iranian government and its National 
Petroleum Co. have strongly urged the 
Japanese to resume construction, but in 
negotiations over the past year the ICDC has 
asserted that it cannot provide any more 
capital, Yamaguchi said. 

The ICDC is prepared to cooperate in 
non-finandal ways to complete the plant 
once the Iran-Iraq war is over, he said. 

He said construction costs, originally set at 
130 billion yen ($520 million), soared to 530 
billion yen ($2.2 billion) in 1975, after the 
first oil crisis, and ballooned again to 730 
billion yen ($2.9 billion) in 1979. 

Total construction cost last year was esti- 
mated at more than one trillion yen (54 bil- 
lion) with return on equity a negative 60 per- 
cent

WtLLINGTON. June 18 (R) — The 14 
countries . involved in the Antarctic have 
called for strict environmental protection if 
oil and other minerals are eventually to be 
mined there.

optimistic — there is nothing that looks like 
being a consensus. 

“Debate has certainly shown that 
environmental protection is a very high prior- 
ity for everyone at the meeting. There is 
general agreement that environmental 
matters cannot be left to individual govern- 
ments but must be dealt with through an 
agreed package,” he said. 

He said that despite the presence of both 
Britain and Argentina at the conference

PARIS, June 1 8 (R) — France's seasonally 
adjusted foreign trade defidi fell to 3.1 4 bil- 
lion francs in May from AprlTs record I O.J b 
billion deficit but was little changed on the 
3.35 billion franc shortfall in May last year, 
the foreign trade ministry said Friday. 

Seasonally adjusted imports in May fell to 
55.34 billion francs from 59.63 billion in 
April but were up from 50.36 billion in May 
1981. the ministry said. 

Adjusted exports totaled 52.20 billion 
francs in May after 49.47 billion in April and 
47.01 billion is May last year. 

For the first five months of 1 982 France's 
adjusted trade deficit rose to 30.09 billion 
francs from 18.72 billion in the same period 
last year. 

In unadjusted terms the trade deficit fell to 
2.92 billion francs in May from S.25 billion in 
April and 3.43 billion in May 1981, the 
ministry said. 

Unadjusted imports totaled 54.77 billion 
francs in May after 61.63 billion in April and 
50.60 billion in May 1981. 

Turkey assures IMF 
on economic policy 

ANKARA. June ] 8 ( R) *— Turkey has told 
the IMF it Intends to pursue its present 
economic pol^ of tight monetary controls, 
the finance ministry said in a statement. 

It said that in talks here between the IMF 
and Turkish officials which started on June 
and ended Tuesday the IMF delegation was 
briefed in detail on Turkey s recent economic 
development and the implementation of 
economic polky. 

The talks constituted an annual review of a 


three-year stand-by agreement signed bet- 
ween Turkey and the IMF in 1980. it said. 
Since 1980. the country has received a total 
of 860 million SDR’stn credit from the IMF. 
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Producers reject proposals 

Coffee talks run into snags 


LONDON. June 1 8 (R) — Coffee growing 
nations in the International Coffee Organiza- 
tion rejected a number of proposals of con- 
sumer countries on the economic clauses of 
an extended coffee pact. 

They turned d«>wn a pmposal to penalize 
undershipments of coffee under export 
quotas. 'The consumers are asking for penal- 
ties because undershipmems deprive the 
market of certain types of coffee. 

The producers also rejected the automatic 
reintfixluctinn of export quotas, suspended 
when prices shoot ihriiugh an established 
price range ceiling, when prices begin to fall. 
They want both the levels and the reiniroduc- 
tion of quotas to remain an ICO council deci- 
sion. 

Delegates said producers w*ill also ask con- 
sumer countries to share the burden of pro- 
viding money for a special fund which already 


is functioning with producer contributions. 

This two-cenis-a-bag conlribuir-m helps to 
fund the stock control operations that are 
undertaken periodically by Ihc ICO. The 
producers say that this operation also 
benefits the consumer memKrs of the coffee 
pact and they. too. should share the burden. 

A bag holds 132.2 p>ounds or 60 kilos of 
green coffee beans. This year's global export 
quota is 52.2 million bags- 
The consumers will meet soon to sec w hat 
has been left of (heir proposals. On Wednes- 
day. the producers rejected selectivity and 
the computing of the ICO composite indi- 
cator on all four main categories of coffee. 

This third and last scheduled round of 
negotiations began last Monday in the ICO's 
council. The talks were scheduled to end after 
]4 days but it appears that they could be 
extended for another week.

ZARAGOZA, Spain, June 18 (AP) — 
Northern Ireland, playing in the World Cup 
finals for the first time in 24 years, Thursd^ 
made an unimpiessive opening appearance in 
the 1982 championship. 

The Irish held Yugoslavia to a goalless 
draw in- their first Group Five game in the 
24-team tournament but tbe lackluster con- 
test was jeered and whistled by a 25,000 
crowd in the Estodio La Romeieda. . 

Norman Whiteside, who replaced Pele as 
tbe youngest player playing in the World Cup 
— making his debut at the age of 17 years 40 
days, made a useful contribution for North- 
ern Ireland, but tbe forwards were pitifully 
inept. 

Goalkeepers Pat Jennings and Dragan 
Pantelic rarely were called into action and for 
much of the'90 minutes, play was bo^ed 
down in midfield. Tbe crowd — comprised 
mainly of Spaniards — kept themselves 
occupied during the boring draw by chanting 
“Espaoa, Espana,” at ever opportunity. 

Tbe h ost nation, which drew against Hon- 
duras in its opener Wednesday night, is 
paired with Northern Ireland and Yugoslavia 
in Group Five. All four learns now have one 
point and the two second round places avail- 
able are wide open. 

The Yugoslavs, who had been expected to 
defeat the Irish, started brightly enough, but 
faded as the match progressed. Safet Susie 
twice the Irish defense in the first 10 minutes 
and winger Edhem Sljivo set oft on a number 
of twisting, teasing runs (bat stretched tbe 
back four. 

But after failing to make an early break 
through the Yugo^vs appeared to lose heart 
and clearly were m-at-ease in tbe 36° 
centigrade (97° fohrenheit) temperature.

In two 
grass court tournamenis in Englwd, 
McEnroe has been involved in no serious 
arguments, no taptnims, no abuse of 
linesmen, nene of tbe eruptions that got b!m 
branded at last year's Wimbledon as a great 
champion and a naughty boy.^

diamonds, since be had 
started with a weak two-bid.^ 
But East also realized that" 
Nortl>South had a game 
somewhere in the hand, and 
be therefore chose to th^ a 
spanner into tltt works by 
leaping to five diamonds. 

It is hard to blame South for 
bidding five hearts. From his 
viewpoint, a pass or a double 
were both unthinkable — 
though either of the^ calk 
would have worted better in 
the actual case. 

Five hearts closed tbe bid- 
ding and South went down one 
for a loss of 100 points. So the 
end result was that tbe suc- 
cessful team gained 720 points 
on the deal — which doesn’t 
prove that weak two^ds 
always succeed, but leaves 
one with the feeling that there 
must be at least some advan- 
tage to adding them to one’s 
bag of tricks.

Reagan disappoints U.N. envoys 


UNITED NATIONS, June 1 8 (R) — Pres- 
ident Ronald Reagan's failure to respond to a 
Soviet pledge not to be the first to use nuclear 
weapons in war left many disappointed 
L'nitcd Natrons delegates Friday. 

But they got some relief from his promise 
that his administration, never considered par- 
ticularly pro-U.N.. would continue to pay 25 
percent of the world body's bills. “ American 
rinandal support has not and will not 
declmc." de.spiie current retrenchment in 
Washington, he said at a lunch given for him 
by Secretary-General Javier Perez de Cuel- 
lar. 

Many delegates hoped the president’s 
four-hour L^.N. visit, his first here, would 
apply a pow erful impetus to the movement 
for disarmament, the subject of the current 
special session of the General Assembly. 

In the event, he made no attempt to match 
the no-Hrsi-use pledge relayed by Soviet 
Foreign Minister Andrei Gromkyo on Tues- 
day in a message from President Leonid 
Brezhnev to the U.N. Much of Reagan's 
addrc&s to the assembly was a repetition of 
known American proposals, coupled with 
tt>ugh language about the Soviet Union, its 
policies and actions. 

In that respect, he matched Gromyko, who 
was about a.« offensive to the United States in 
his remarks three days ago. The foreign 
minister and other Soviet delegates listened 
glumix as Reagan delivered his 2S-minutc 
address in a less-than-full assembly hail. 
Neither ihe> nor the delegates of Cuba or 
Libya joined in the brief applause for the 
president. 

.Asked to comment afterward. Oleg 
Troyanovsky. the chief Soviet delegate, who 
speaks perfect American English having 
attended primaiy and secondary school in the 
United States. Deelincd. because **I might 
not be able to control my feelings." 

Reagan and Troyanovsky shook hands 
perfunctorily before going in to the 
secreiary-gcricrars lunch, but the president 
made no attempt to engage the Soviet dele- 
gate in conversation as he did with several 
other diplomats. Foreign Minister Bohuslav 
Chnoupek of Czechoslovakia termed the 
assembly speech "very had.” 

Delegates from Third World countries 
generally demonstmted their nonalignment 
by resening public comment, but they (eft 
the impres-sion that they hoped for more than 
Reagan delivered and. therefore, were dis- 
appointed by the speech. However. Perez de 
Cuellar termed it a “most heartening state- 
ment." 

A H'nior American government official 
snid the president had not gone to the U.N. 
seeking "public relations kudos" or debating 
piMms. The speech was intended to make the 
.American negotiating approach understood 
bv other U.N. members.

Moscow sees ^distortions’ 


MOSCOW. June 18 (AP) — The offidal 
Soviet news agency Tass said Friday that U.S. 
President Ronald Reagan resorted to Por- 
tions and repeated "absurd rumors" during 
his speech to the special session of the U.N. 
General Assembly on disarmament. 

The commentary from New York said it 
was " difficult to take seriously" Reagan's call 
for international restraint, given the Ameri- 
can actions in the Caribbean, Southeast Asia 
and the Middle East. 

"As a matter of fact,'’ Tass wrote, "the 
president's speech boiled down to rhetorical 
justifications of the policy of the United 
States aimed at undermining detente and' 
aggravating international tension." 

Tass further contended that Reagan had 
"grossly distoned *' the policies of the Soviet 
Union, juggled data about Soviet and Ameri- 
can military expenditures, and "repeated 
absurd rumors" about the alleged Soviet use 
of chemical weapons. 

The news agency said Reagan’s charge that 
the Soviet Union had violated the Geneva 
protocol outlawing the use of chemical 
weapons was actually intended to "hide 
well-known violations" of the same protocol 
by the United Slates. 

A separate commentary distributed by the 
Novosti news agency said Reagan's speech 
was "cenainly a disappointment." lacking in 
new ideas. 

"President Reagan's siatemem before the 




U.N. General Assembly once again po^ 
doubt on the U.S. government’s proclaimed 
desire to work for peace and disaimaraent. 
What he outlined was not an agenda for 
peace but an agenda for confrontation." the 
commentary said. 

Another lengthy Novosti commentaty 
included a rare positive comment about 
Reagan's speech, saying that the American 
leader "proposed a number of measures 
which might promote confidence." It did not 
elaborate. 

73 Filipinos die 
in ferry mishap 

ZAMBOANGA CITY. Philippines. June 
18 (R) — At least 73 persons died and many 
were missing after a passenger ferry caught 
fire in the shark-infested Sulu Sea off the 
southern Philippines Thursday night, the 
Coast Guard said Friday. 

The Defense Ministry said in Manila that 
82 persons were believed missing, but the 
Coast Guard said ft was not clear how many 
passengers and crew were on board the 497- 
ton Queen BeUn which was licensed to carry 
700 persons. It said 334 persons bad been 
rescued mostly by fishermen and passing 
boats. 

Earlier reports said the ferry had sunk but 
the operating company said toe smoldering 
vessel was being towed back to Zamboanga 
Cfty. from where it left Thursday night bound 
for Jolo Island, about 100 mfles to the south.

Fairbairn maintained that news reports 
and the findings of a United Nations 
investigative . commission on the Nov. 25 
coup bid had prejudiced islanders who would 
be chosen for jury duty. 


The U.N. panel concluded that 
mercenaries bad attempted to replace Social- 
ist 'l^esident France Albert Rene with ..j 
. conservative, predecessor, James Mancham. 

The chief justice, while ruling that an 
hupactial jury of nine could be found, 
or^red foreign embassies in possession of 
the U.N. report to keep ft out of toe hands of 
the public. 

“I haveaamioed carefully ail the articles, 
editorials and radio commentaries after last 
Nov. 25," Seaton said. “The majority of them 
weto written or broadcast before toe accused 
were charged, and therefore I see no pre- 
judwe." 

After the ruling, Fairbairn criticized the 
United Nations for releasing a report about a 
case before it went to court. "The United 
Nations charter, as I understand ft, is to pro- 
tect hnman rights — not expose them," the 
British attorn^ said. 
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
